ACCIDENTAL DEATH WHILE HOME 
ON PASS FROM FORT McARTHUR 


Funeral Mass for Carlos Paul 
Candelaria was held at St. Rita's 
Catholic church Monday morning 
at 10. Carlos, although only 19 
years of age, the son of Mrs. 
Arthur Haines of Windsor Lane, 
was a veteran of World War II. 
He was discharged from service 
October 30, 1945, but had re¬

Despite International Food 
Crisis Local Scientist Gives 
Hope After Years’ Research 


The fact that alfalfa is not 
hay but a food fit for human 
consumption will come as a sur¬ 
prise to many people. 

A pioneer in the development 
of this valuable legume for hu¬ 
man consumption is Frank W. 
Bower of Sierra Madre. 

According to Mr. Bower, half 
an ounce of alfalfa flour a day 
will afford all the vitamin A 
needed for a child's growth or 
maintenance of an adult. It can 
be used as a substitute for wheat 
flour, which does not contain 
Vitamin A and, Mr. Bower be¬ 
lieves, is superior to this grain 
in many ways. That this is the 
case should come as welcome 
news in view of the threatened 
wheat shortage in this country. 
Mixed with white flour it adds 
the nutritional value of the 
wheat.

SIX MONTHS AFTER 

Six months have passed since that day last August when at 
four o'clock in the afternoon Pacific time a breathless Nation got 
the biggest news story of the century—the war was over. 

In checking on our progress in those six months it appears 
that instead of going forward, we apparently have been going 
backward. On August 14, 1945, it was possible for a man to 
buy a suit or a shirt without too much of a struggle. Now, with 
or without a struggle, both items are virtually unobtainable. 

Six months ago women could buy hosiery, such as it was. 
Now stockings of any kind are difficult to find. At the end of 
hostilities housing was tight. Now it is tighter. 

On V-J Day the Nation's industrial machine was working very 
close to full capacity. Now it is trying to recover from the most 
paralyzing series of strikes in history. 

These industrial convulsions were not unexpected but they did 
not have to occur. A more reasonable attitude both on the part 
of unions and employers, together with less inept handling of the 
labor situation by the Government would have gone far toward 
avoiding major walkouts. And a more sensible attitude in the 
handling of price control would have helped make scarce items 
considerably less scarce. 

So, in the past six months we have not made the progress to¬ 
ward reconversion that we had hoped for last August. America's 
urgent need is for labor and management to bicker less and pro¬ 
duce more, and for Government to use price control to support 
rather than suppress production. If this is done our next six 
months will be vastly different—and better.
